IMPORTANT  NOTES  FOR  ALL  BIDDERS 


We  would  expect  that  the  wise  buyer  will  submit  numerous  bids,  all  at  levels  commensurate  with  his  idea  of  the  value  of 
each  lot.  On  items  that  he  really  wants  badly,  the  serious  bidder  will  bid  well  above  the  top  estimate,  recognizing  that  his 
bid  will  be  reduced  to  10%  above  the  second  highest  bid,  but  also  realizing  that  he  may  be  in  competition  with  other  serious- 
ly interested  bidders. 

On  lots  in  which  the  bidder  is  definitely  interested,  albeit  not  ecstatic,  he  should  bid  very  close  to  the  estimate  with  his 
exact  bid  being  determined  by  his  own  knowledge  and  desires.  On  lots  of  only  marginal  interest,  the  bidder  may  wish  to  bid 
at  what  he  considers  to  be  wholesale  level. 

In  those  sections  which  show  a price  range  for  an  estimate,  the  low  figure  represents  a wholesale  evaluation,  while  the  high 
figure  indicates  what  a serious  specialist  would  gladly  pay  for  the  lot.  Bids  less  than  the  lower  of  the  two  figures  will  most 
likely  be  unsuccessful;  bids  above  the  higher  figure  will  most  likely  be  successful  and  will  most  likely  be  reduced  as  out- 
lined above  (see  also  paragraph  2 of  TERMS  OF  SALE) . 

In  those  sections  where  only  one  estimate  is  given,  that  estimate  is  what  we  believe  a fair  retail  price  to  be.  The  estimates 
in  such  sections  are  based  on  our  experience  with  the  particular  item;  in  cases  where  we  may  have  never  previously  handled 
that  particular  item  or  items,  the  estimate  may  be  too  high  or  too  low.  Generally  speaking,  our  estimates  should  serve  as 
useful  guides,  but  all  bidders  should  use  their  own  knowledge  and  experience  as  the  final  tools  to  determine  their  bids. 

Bidders  must  necessarily  consider  the  popularity  of  a series  or  a particular  item  when  deciding  on  their  bids  for  items  they 
seriously  desire.

On  the  other  hand,  series  like  Latin  American  minor  coins,  British  Commonwealth  coins  and  non-gold  medals  can  be  expected 
to  be  subject  to  erratic  bidding;  while  quite  a few  of  these  lots  will  sell  at  solid  retail  price  levels,  others  may  be  expected 
to  bring  only  wholesale  value.  There  are  too  many  knowledgeable  bidders  for  bids  less  than  wholesale  to  have  much  of  a 
chance . 

We  make  the  following  suggestions  to  all  bidders; 

(1)  Bid  what  you  wish  on  each  item,  but  keep  the  estimate  in  mind  lest  you  waste  your  opportunity  to  acquire 
an  item  you  particularly  desire. 

(2)  Bid  the  maximum  bid  you  would  pay  for  the  lot,  recognizing  that  if  your  bid  is  high,  relative  to  other  bids, 
your  bid  will  be  reduced  in  accordance  with  paragraph  2 of  TERMS  OF  SALE.

We  proudly  offer  what  we  believe  to  be  one 
of  the  kings  of  the  Latin  American  8 Reales  and  Pesos 
series.  From  time  to  time  the  "F"  assayer  (Elizondo 
#2)  of  this  coin  makes  its  appearance  in  the  market. 
However,  the  "E"  assayer  has  been  a mystery  coin 
since  it  first  appeared  listed  in  Elizondo's  Eight  Real- 
es and  Pesos  of  the  New  World.  We  read  recently  that 
a Santo  Domingo  10  Reales,  a coin  whose  existence 
puzzled  the  numismatic  fraternity  for  many  years,  was 
obtained  by  a well-known  numismatist  and  friend.  We 
will  hazard  to  guess  that  the  owner  of  that  coin  had  to 
pay  in  excess  of  $20,  000  for  that  piece.  We  know  that 
the  Nuevo  Reino  1759JB  8 Reales  of  which  several  are 
known,  passes  hands  at  a figure  in  excess  of  $6,000. 
Santiago  Pillars  which  are  offered  from  time  to  time  sell 
at  around  $5,000.  This  coin  depicting  on  the  reverse 
the  very  significant  and  historical  tree,  "Ceiba",  at 
which  Columbus  anchored  the  Santa  Maria:  and,  on  the 
obverse  the  five  mountain  ranges  graduated  in  size  with 
a rising  sun,  symbolic  of  the  five  Central  American  re- 
publics once  liberated  and  forming  their  own  United 
States  of  Central  America.  The  coin  which  we  are  here- 
by offering  does  not  have  as  much  ancestral  ties  with 
the  series  of  the  Spanish  motherland.  However,  we  are 
speaking  of  a coin  which  possesses  equal  romanticism 
and  extreme  rarity.

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MEXICAN  PROCLAMATIONS  OF  THE  SPANISH  K I NG  S 


The  following  proclamations  are  listed  by  Grove  numbers  from  Volume  1 of  Medals  of  Mexico  and  although  coming  from 
diverse  owners  and  localities,  they  are  all  in  fact  pieces  which  were  issued  under  the  Spanish  kings  for  the  Royal  Audi- 
ence of  Guadalajara  which  in  fact  governed  almost  all  of  what  is  today  modern  Mexico  and  part  of  the  United  States. 

Spanish  colonial  organization  of  the  period  was  cluttered  v/ith  bureacrats  and  paperwork  bearing  many  similarities  to  our 
own  complicated  form  of  government.  The  highest  government  (to  which  all  captaincy  generals  and  royal  audiences 
answered)  was  the  Viceroyalty  of  New  Spain  with  its  headquarters  in  what  is  now  Mexico  City,  but  Guadalajara  was  the 
government  to  which  most  citizens  of  present-day  Mexico  were  directly  responsible.  These  pieces  are  mementos  of  this 
complicated,  confused  yet  glorious  period  of  history.  Apart  from  their  monetary  or  numismatic  value  they  are  items  which 
have  been,  are,  and  will  be  treasured  by  any  serious  student  of  history.  With  the  market  in  its  present  state  of  flux,  many 
of  them  will  not  see  the  light  of  day  again  for  many  years,  if  not  decades,  and  we  suggest  that  bids  be  made  with  this  in  mind.

The  title  for  this  section,  of  course,  comes  from  the  great  new  book  by  Frank  Grove.  We  will  not  say  much  about  the  book 
because  it  has  been  adequately  covered  in  every  major  numismatic  publication.  Just  one  passage  from  an  actual  review 
pretty  well  agrees  with  what  we  think  about  the  book:  "Grove  has  actually  outdone  himself  on  this  book.  His  first  volume 
was  greeted  by  the  numismatic  fraternity  with  sheer  admiration.  This  volume  has  twice  as  many  pages  and  illustrations 
but  yet  retains  the  same  high  quality  as  his  first  volume."  The  popularity  of  world  medals  and,  in  particular,  medals  of 
Mexico  has  been  increasing  steadily  over  the  last  decade  and  with  the  introduction  of  this  book  should  really  gain  ground 
rapidly.  The  collection  listed  below  is  a tribute  to  an  unsung  pioneer  in  this  field.  Bob  Gordon,  a close  friend  and  a 
fine  numismatist,  began  putting  this  collection  together  when  Mexican  medals  were  virtually  unknown  in  the  U.S.  We 
feel  that  it  is  the  finest  collection  in  the  United  States  at  this  time.  We  feel  that  anyone  with  a knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject will  agree  after  carefully  reviewing  the  lots  listed  below.  As  Grove's  book  is  so  well  illustrated,  we  have  tied  each 
lot  in  with  his  catalog  number  and  limited  the  description  in  most  cases.

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EUROPEAN  MEDALS  REIATED  TO  TUI'  AMERICAS  I’ ROM  THE  MEDINA  COLLECTION 


Jose  Toribio  Medina  was  born  in  Santiago,  Chile  on  October  12,  1852  and  died  in  that  city  in  October  of  1930  at  the  age  of 
78.  He  left  behind  a cultural  heritage  worthy  of  appreciation  and  admiration  throughout  the  world,  among  which  is  included 
the  famous  book,  Medallas  Europeas  Relativas  a America.  This  book  was  printed  six  years  prior  to  his  death  by  Talleres 
S.  A.  Casa  Jacobo  Peuser,  Ltda . in  Buenos  Aires.  This  book  i:  highly  regarded  by  present  day  exonumismatists.  (One  of 
these  books,  illustrated  throughout,  is  offered  for  sale  under  the  "Rare  Books"  section.)  Every  medal  offered  herein  is  a 
pedigree  from  his  collection  (except  medal  #31).  These  medals  were  In  fact  once  in  the  possession  of  this  firm,  but  weie 
sold  as  a group  and  have  now  been  consigner!  to  us  for  sale  in  this  auction.  Since  the  book  is  not  readily  available,  and 
words  cannot  adequately  describe  the  beauty  of  these  pieces,  we  have  decided  to  illustrate  each  and  every  medal.  We 
suggest  that  you  consult  both  the  written  description  and  the  photo  section  carefully. 

We  often  place  an  estimated  price  with  each  item  offered  for  sale.  However,  we  feel  it  would  be  presumptuous  on  our  part 
to  attempt  to  estimate  the  value  of  these  pieces  they  are  rarely  available  for  sale.  Also  we  feel  that  previous  estab- 
lished prices  will  be  shattered  in  view  of  the  ever-increasing  interest  in  the  field  of  medals.  Some  consideration  should 
also  be  given  to  the  uniqueness  of  the  pedigree  of  each  piece. 

Each  piece  has  been  catalogued  and  placed  in  order  by  the  numbers  assigned  by  Medina  in  his  book.  Additionally,  when 
possible,  we  have  given  the  number  from  American  Colonial  History  Illustrated  by  Contemporary  Medals  by  C.  Wyllys  Betts. 

The  last  two  medals  in  this  listing  do  not  logically  belong  with  the  group,  but  they  were  in  the  Medina  Collection  and  were 
owned  by  the  same  party,  so  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  appropriate  to  include  them  in  this  section.
